of England was almoſt deeeivy d by it one 
time, and the Prieſts brag'd he was 
come over to their latereſts, tho? it was 
not yet ſeaſonable for him to declare him» 
ſelf But by this time they were ſatisfy d 
of the contrary, and the laſt Letter threat - 
ned, that. if their Highneſſes were Obſti- 
nate, it would be fatal to the Diſſenters, 
and ke was afraid, wou'd produce Ills yet 
unheard of.
